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INFORMAL METHODS OF FORMATIVE ASSESSMENT 


■ There are a number of strategies we 
can use regularly within a lesson to 
assess student learning, so we can 
decide whether to repeat the lesson, 
move on, or group students into 
different levels. 

■ It is time consuming to ask every 
student individually, so let’s look at 
some strategies we can use to assess 
the whole class. 

■ I used one strategy at the start of this 
workshop - by asking you to indicate 
your current use of formative 
assessment from a scale of 1-3,1 
could then tailor this workshop to 
your needs. 
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Fist to 5 - How proficient are you at speaking / understanding English? Fist to 5 - ^ 

Thumbs up / thumbs down: Do you have a mobile device here with you that connects to the 
internet? 
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Students enter the room and there is a question on the board which relates to what was 
learnt in the last lesson. Students stand in the corner of the room that they think holds the 
answer. This makes it easy for the teacher to easily recognise misconceptions, and 
students have already grouped themselves for differentiated learning.

A quick, fairly simply method of formative assessment 
Assesses the whole class at the same time 

Students are already grouped into ability / understanding levels so the teacher knows 
what each student needs to go over. 

Limitations - Students may follow their friends and / or go to the corner with the most 
people -

gone in order from left to

(This group knew that they 
needed to multiply before 
adding, but didn’t square the

(This group understood to

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Each student receives a ‘plicker’ which they 
could keep for the entire year 

Whenever you want to assess learning, ask 
the students a question and they hold up the 
plicker 

Benefits - No student knows how another 
student has answered 

Easy for the teacher to quickly ascertain 
student knowledge

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STRATEGY 
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■ Miniature whiteboards can be 
purchased online, but there are also 
cheaper options - laminating a blank 
page, using a clear plastic sleeve, or 
using plastic plates 

■ Whiteboards are useful because you 
can easily survey the entire room, 
and the answer isn’t limited to multi¬ 
choice 
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FORMAL FORMATIVE ASSESSMENT 


■ The most common form of formal 
formative assessment is a practice test 
or essay which mimics the final 
assessment. 

■ Students complete the test and then 
receive feedback which allows them to 
improve their understanding in 
preparation for the summative task.

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Question: If providing just a comment on a formative assessment results in an average 
improvement of 30%, but just putting a score on formative assessment results in no 
improvement at all, what do you think the improvement would be if you provided a 
comment and a score? 
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On average, students won’t improve 
much from a formative assessment to 
the summative assessment if we 
provide a grade as well as comments 

This is because they become focused 
on the score (and the scores of their 
peers) than the feedback on how to 
improve 

If they are happy with the score, what is 
the motivation to read the comments 
and improve? 

If they are unhappy with the score, 
some students will seek to improve, 
whereas others will have a fixed 
mindset and give up. The score might 
matter to us as teachers (so we can see 
how much the student improves) but it 
is far less useful to students. 
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Learning takes effort 

Some forms of formative assessment can add 
hours of teacher work 
Are there ways we can use peer- or self- 
assessment as formative assessment? We will talk 
about this some more after the break-out groups
